Wc are fortunate in having received a let- 
tor ironi Mr.*. Vaughan; acting warden of tlie 
Uoyal ^'ictoria College, concerning a matter 
which lia.^s been very vaguely under.stood by 
:;uutcnt.*. at least,, at McGill. The letter refers 
to our editorial of yesterdays issue discussing 
the relation of men and ^vomen in campus or- 
jianizatiouf, and is so excellent a contribution 
towards the clarifying of the official position 
of women in the University that we are publish- 
ing it here. 

It .*hould be pointed out however, in order 
to prevent misunder-standings that ^Irs. A'aug- 
han's explanation in no way affects the theme 
of our editorial, which dealt with the seperate 
autonomy of men's and women's undergradu- 
ate organizations. 

November 22. 1928.

"Dear Sir: — May 1 claim a .small portion 
•'of your valuable siiaco in order to discuss one 
"or two points raised in the leading article in 
"'the issue of Novetiiber 22nd entitled "A Prob- 
"lem?"' With the p.irl of the article which 
•'deals with the policy of certain modern organ- 
"i.^ations such as the Students' Council, the 
•McGill ^Vomen Students' Society, and the 
••Choral Society, I am not at present concerned; 
"these organisations are of comparatively re- 
•'cent foundation and their policy is, no doubt, 
■'.«till fluid, and liable to such changes as their 
■executive? may .«ee fit to introduce. Other 
■•matters, however, dealt witli in tlie same ar- 
■•ricle have been fixed by law and statute and 
"are not subject to change without considerable 
'difficulty. It is in connection with these mat- 
■*er? that I wish to point out some evident mis- 
■apprehension on the part of the writer. 

'•In paragraph 2 I find the statement ".As 
•■things stand, due to a ruling by a grand bene- 
"factor of ^IcGill, — God rest his soul. — there is 
•'no place for women in McGill College. Hence 
•'they havv.- no status a? members of the Univer- 
•sity but are affiliated iviih it in the institu- 
'■tio:i of tht- R.A'.C." The benefactor referred to 
••is, ;ki doun:. iht: Hon, -James .McGill, the found- 
•'cr of 3IcGill College. Certainly this pious ben- 
••efactor made no mention of women in his 1>e- 
••quesi. James McGill no more fore.^aw the de- 
•'mand for higlier education for women than he 
■ foresaw the Students' Council, the McGill Wo- 
••men Students' Society, the Choral Society, or 
••.•iny other of those activitities which make up 
■■yx> much of the life of the pre.^ent day I'niver- 
■■fity. It 'remained for an equally pious bene- 
•■factxir of a later date to recognise and provide 
■■for the growing desire on the part of women 
■'for a University education. In 1886 Sir Don- 
Vald A. Smith granted to the Royal Institution 
''for the Advancement of Learning, the trustee 
"'îx'riy of 3IcGill College, as an endowment for 
• the iiigher education of woman, the sum of 
-S] 20.000. '"on condition that the standard of 
••education for women should be. the same as 
'•tiiat for men for the ordinary degrees in Arts 
•■as already arranged by xht-: authorities of the 

•said McGill College That the degrees 

••to be granted to women .-hould be these of 
'B.A.. M.A., LL.D which should be .so granted 
•to them by McGill University on the same coti- 
"ditions as to men."' That is to say, McGill Uni- 
'vei-sity. at the request of Lord Strathcona 
•'opened its doors and admitted womtii mem- 
••bers. Fjom 1888 oiiwai-ds, every graduating 
"class in Ans ha.'^• included a number of women. 
"Those degrees in Arts have been conferred by 
"the University, not by any College within it. 

"Later on, tilt benefactions of Donald 
"Smith, Lord Strathcona. were increased in 
•'oi-der that a residence college might be pro- 
"vided for women students, such College being 
"now in existence under the name of the Royal 
"Victoi^ia College, but it must be pointed out 
"that this Co'lege is not affiliated with McGill 
"Univer.sity. Women .students in Arts, resident 
"or non-resident in the Koyai Victoi^ia College, 
"are Matriculated into the Faculty of Arts of 
"McGill 'University, not of the Royal Victoria 
"College, and become thereby at once membei's 
"of the University, ilence Die la^t senti-tnce in 
"paragraph 2 of tins ediiorial is not an accu- 
"rate statements of the casu. Affilialcid Col- 
"leges are in a diffei'ent position, as indicated 
"by the fact that their degrees are not con- 
"ferred at the Convocation of McGill Univer- 
"sity. • 

"Witliin lecent years women have been ad- 
"mitted as students of the Faculty of Medicine; 
"having qualified for their degrees on exactly 
"the .same terms as men .'Jtudents, and. liaving 
"complied with Dominion Regulations, tiiey are 
"admitted to practice without prejudice, 

"The fact that the Royal Victoria College 
'•posisesses a charter of its own does not in any 
"sen.se exclude it from its position as part and 
'■parcel of McGill University, The Royal Insli- 
■'lution for tiic Advancement of Learning is an 
"incorporated body acting as trustee foi* the 
"pj^operty of McGill College and also of tlie 
"Royal Victoria College, both of ihf»! colleges 
"of McGill University, and both of wiiieh may 
"be spoken of as affiliated Colleges of McGill 
"Univei'sity but not as affiliated in the .sense 
"that one is an annex of the other. 

"i hope that you will pardon the i-dilw 
■'long explanation of certain points which ap- 
"parently have been only obscui'cly undei'stood 
"by the students of both Colleges, It ie in the 
"interests of better understanding that I aak 
"for its in.sertion in your columns. 

"I may add that my owji degree of .Master 
"of Arts of M(;Gill L'nivci-sity was confei-i-ed at 
"a date anterior to that of the foundation of 
"the RovjU Victoria College.

ON FREE VERSE 

1)1 Which in Discunsed the Kiur Form of 
Poi'try — Centre of the Latest Storm 
of Literary Criticism. 

When I liccaiiic .iw.nro of the extent and fury of the 
pii'judicu ngaiust free ver.se I nt unee began to ïtisiieel that 
an important new literary movement wa* under way. 

It lias alw.nvf l)ccii the haliit of the generality' of critics 
to attack anytliing new, W'hcn they arc confronted with 
ïonicliiing' wiiicli iliey are iniable to explain in terms of the 
past they arc bcwildiTcd. Their egos, nsnalty fat and lusty 
infant;, arc pricked, and the Bçnticman not unusually become 
iiuite furious. To the true jiidgc of litcr.iturc they act a.s 
a kind of thcrnionietcr. \\'\\<:\\ ifiey arc cherubically beam- 
ing and purring and doling o\U panegyrics to niedincrity 
nothing out of the ordinary is taking place. The little 
poets are chirping merrily, the pcdnnts thundering pond- 
erous notliinpf, tlic litllo playwright.s writing their lillle 
conicdie.«, the sc.\ ,nnd doloctive novelists bringing balm to 
adolescence, and all is happiness in the khigdom of Phil- 
isti.i. Hm wlu'ii tlic nuTCury suddenly rises or falls some- 
thing nn:oward _ is happening. It may merely be sonic lit- 
erary charlatan who has offended the moral sense of the 
critic, or is slrivins. for milaricly by rlicap MMifalionilism. 
Ill which case, after a reasonable amount of stamping and 
roaring the outcry dies down within a few weeks and no 
move i; heard of the author or his book, l.îu: .ig.iin it nay 
ho that an original piece of work has been created. Here 
the uproar is more protracted and bitter, and hostilities are 
resumed with each succeeding work. The reception of 
lurgcn, Beyond Lite and die Cream of the Jest serves as 
go6d example. ^ 

However when the outcry does not die down but rather 
increases with time one may look for the appearance of a 
new movement in literature. Sucli was the case with free 
verfc. It was attacked from the first with a surprising 
I acerbity and savagcncîs. The Jiordcs of Babbitry had at 
least found a common target and rejoiced in their find. 
Newspaper and magazine critics vied with each other in 
contests oi boorisimcss. Literary clowns and quacks popped 
out from ilieir wcU-merilcd ob.-curity to loss a lew bricks 
and join i;) the general yowl. .\11 kinds and classes of 
writers or celebrities expressed opinions on a subject that 
was beyond thini. li was a most amazing spcetaclf. • The 
poets thcnifclves, far from being discouraged, wrote more 
prolifically than ever. To show their disdain they became 
more radicil and bizarre with every publication, ?oon they 
found themselves basking in the limelight so kindly focused 
•.:;>o;i ilicm by tlie critics. Unfortunately a great many of 
them lost their heads, and losing sight of the i,ict that 
they had evolved a new literary form, which it was their 
obligation to. perfect, began -to strive for fame by weird 
technical juggling. 'Iliey scribbled sifly impressionistic 
pieces and placed tlicni in oik; corner of a page leaving ihc 
rest blank ; ihcy di^pcr^cd witii capitals at the beginning of 
each line, raised the power of the dot to the Nth tl.>grce, 
and scattered dashes and exclamation marks about in reck- 
less profusion. Soon the critics were in many cases just- 
iiic'l in their censure. 

After a while both sides canic to a full stop. The poets 
!iad jiursutd their radicalism to its untimatc conclusion, 
'J"h'; critics had exhausted their powers of invtciive, but 
continued a dogged, passive resistance which for the most 
part if tlic attitude today. True some magazines, .^ucli ns 
The Dial and The Nation, have been champions of the 
movement from the l>egitining, but they were the exceptions 
It has only been within the last 'cw veal's that wc have 
begun to adopt a sensible point of view. Most good 
magazines and nearly all anthologies place free ycrsc poems 
and those in older forms side by side, and most of the best 
inodirii poei; •.vrid; in botii styles, but even today a great 
mass of the literary public arc hostile to the idea. 

Now that the smoke of battle has cleared somewhat .I'nd 
the wreckage and big guns removed it is interesting to sec 
just wliat has been acconiplislied. Apart from the free verse 
iiiovtmeiil .jiid yet bound up iiitxtricably with it (lierc has 
conic u new spirit in (xx-try. All unnecessary verbal trap- 
piii(!s have \fxn discarded, seiitinicnl and bombast aliki: 
have 'mcui frowned MX>on and in general all things have 
tended to make po;iry as simple àiid direct as' possible. If 
uur poets liave not ilir Vm<: iir<- and cniotioiial jii'taliu'^s uf 
the Victorians tluy at bast liavc discovered the wurtli of 
r'straint and wrili with a greater ir.telbetual giaap of (hiir 
l)urpose. 111 fact they seem to have combined llie in- 
tellectuality of the eighleenlh cciUury with the artistic 
i>pirit of 'he niiii i< I ml). 

This altitude liad Im-ui yi^ywina up for many year.', 
\i' itt!i.' In I. vd ic btcaniu famous. It is desceruible in the 
v.ork of J-,riiest IJowmjii, Kobeit liridgis, l''raneis Tlioinp- 
i-'jn, John .IJavidson and later Kiipirl Brooke and James 
lilroy . I'lcckcr. In England it has continued to develop 
logically and slowly. When it came to America il was seizeil 
and used as the basis for a radiea] dipaiiun; ijojii .iiicieni 
customs. l''rec verse stood at Ihe very foujKaiii l.iad of this 
new movement. As I have indicated it fell greatly into, the 
hands of notoriety seekers, but there had always been 
among its exiMiiciiis a group of sincere and brilliant artists, 
J'oiii Ivra I'ouiid, t!;<>nrad Aiken, Ami Lowell, T.
